In certain of our provinces, wator- 
.nower is predominant, while in others, 
coal is the more important. Such is 
the case in Alberta, as is exemplified 
in a pamphlet just issued by the Com¬ 
mission of Conservation, in which the 
subject of power in Alberta is treated 
by Mr. James White, the assistant to 
the chairman of the Commission. The 
briginal paper was prepared for the 
Alberta Industrial Congress, in Cal¬ 
gary, in August last, but the subject 
being of such vast importance, and it; 
effect so widespread, Mr. White was 
induced to amplify his paper ' und 
have it issued in pamphlet form. 

At the Industrial Congx*ess, much 
consideration was given to the ques¬ 
tion of the production of power on a 
wholesale scale. This paper demon¬ 
strates that, by establishing Super- 
Power Stations at the principle coal¬ 
mining centres, all the power requir¬ 
ed in the province can be generated 
from Coal which, at present, is being' 
wasted or left in the mine. It is sug¬ 
gested that super-power stations at 
Lethbridge, Drumheller and vicinity 
of Edmonton with tiansmission lines 
of, in general, not more than 100 
miles in length, would supply electric 
energy to practically the ^l.ole of the 
province. ^ 

The paper points out that one sta¬ 
tion at Drumheller, with transmission 
lines not exceeding in length .the On¬ 
tario Hydro-Electric Tine from Nia¬ 
gara to Windsor, OuL, could supply 
all the villages, towns and cities of 
the province except in an area to thi 
west and north of Edmonton. The 
energy generated by only two great 
steam-electric units of 80,000 hors'* 
power each, similar to one now in op 
< ration in a street railway power¬ 
house in New York, would supply the 1 
whole province with power and light. 

Statistical data of cost of trans¬ 
mission lines and losses of electric en¬ 
ergy during transmission are includ¬ 
ed. The relative costs of steam-elec¬ 
tric plants are compared, and the u.-e 
of natural gas for the production of 
power, except under special condi¬ 
tions, is deprecated. The possibili¬ 
ties of the electrification of railways, 
the occurrence of petroleum and the 
fixation of nitrogen are briefly dis¬ 
cussed. .

Foremi t w us the first town in 
the province to enter into negotiations 
with him with a view to securing his 
services for that locality next year. 
Now Steveville in the Red Deer dis¬ 
trict declare themselves anxious to 
give him a tr al. On the face of it, 
his propo: itirn has a most alluring as¬ 
pect. He nbs dutely guarantees suf¬ 
ficient rainfall to produce bumper 
crops. If he doc n’ produce the rain 
when and in quantities needed, he 
forfeits all claim to any recompense 
The territory affected by his opera¬ 
tions covers a radius of from 60 t* 
100 square miles, according to reports 
and he charges from $1,000 to $10,000 
an inch for every inch of rainfall up 
to 10 inches. Considering the terri¬ 
tory included this charge even at $10,- 
000 an inch would be a mere bagatelle 
compared to the result ft would affect. 
Sixey square miles of bumper crops 
would mean $10,000,000 on an invest¬ 
ment of $100,000. 

Hadfield is highly recommended by 
many localities.. His method is to 
build a series of towers by means 9t 
which secret chemicals are released 
and circulated through the atmos¬ 
phere.

In his 1919 Budget speech Sir 
Thomas White, before retiring from 
the Financial Ministry, pointed out 
that of the national debt of Canada 
$362,700,000 worth of securities was 
held in Great Britain, $160,873,000 in 
the United States, and $1,610,000,000 
within the Dominion. If the new issue 
is limited to $660,000,000, less the 
amount subscribed by foreign inves¬ 
tors to the present Victory Loan, the 
Canadian people,'the Toronto Globe 
points out, will emerge from the war 
as holders of over two billion dollars’ 
worth of the national debt, while the 
total holding of Dominion Government 
securities in Great Britain end the 
United States will be but slightly 
over half a billion dollars. In round 
figures Canadians will themselves 
hold over four-fifths of the national 
debt. The interest disbursements 
will be made on an even more favor¬ 
able ratio, for most of the $362,700,- 
000 of our securities held in Great 
Britain were issued prior to the war 
at very Tow rates of interest, some of 
them but little over three per cent., 
while for the securities bought during 
the war by Canadian investors the 
government is paying interest at five 
and five and a half per cent.

WELL KNOWN MAN DIES 


AN APPALLING LOSS 


area is for the most part free from 
mange, having in it here and there 
isolated cases of the disease. 

It is of course well known to all 
stockmen that mange is one of the 
simplest and easiest of ail his troub¬ 
les to cure. Double dipping properly 
done will kill it, and further, the para¬ 
site will not live more than ten days 
on a place where animals have rub¬ 
bed. It therefore is clearly the part of 
wisdom for every farmer and stock- 
man to consider himself as a mange 
committee man, and to take it upon 
himself to see to it that every case of 
mange in his neighborhood is report-* 
ed to the proper authorities and acted 
upon. If they would do this, mange 
would be completely killed in a single 
season. 

It goes without saying, however, 
that not every one will do it, because 
not every one is awake to the weight 
and needlessness of the burden which 
he is carrying. But with thiKaterest 
which is now being aroused, it seems 
reasonable to expect that the mange 
evil can before long be narrowed 
down to the point where th^province 
can be declared clean, but where each 
case of mange is known and quaran¬ 
tined and theMrwner of the place be 
mad? to kuffer the consequences of 
his own neglect. This would put an 
end to an intolerable situation where 
piinety per cent of the stock raisers 
are penalized because a few men per*- 
sist in carrying this easily cured pest 
in their herds. 


A List of Seasonable Articles: 


George Wyndham Manusell, of 
Maunsell Bros., Macleod, died at his 
home, a few miles west of the town 
on Friday night, aged 72 years. Mr. 
Maunsell was born in V Limerick, Ire¬ 
land, and came to Canada • when a 
young man. He joined the Royal 
North-West Mounted Police in 1875 
and served his term of three and a 
half years. After leaving the police he 
with his brothers took up ranching 
and farming and they all settled along 
the Old Man river where the families 
now live in comfort. He had been 
troubled with rheumatism for many 
years and able to attend to his gard¬ 
en only, in which he took a great in¬ 
terest. He was an honorable, upright 
Irish gentleman, and lived such a life. 
He leaves a wife, two daughters and 
a son to mourn the loss of a kind 
father and loving husband. The fun¬ 
eral was held from the Church of 
England on Sunday afternoon and was 
well attended. 


For years farmers and stockmen of 
a large parfrqf Alberta have been 
suffering underNthe unnecessary hand¬ 
icap of producing_beef cattle in terri¬ 
tory that has been officiaTty branded as 
“mange area.” During this time the 
majority of cattle in this area have 
been clean but the burden has rested 
alike on the clean and the unclean so 
long as they dwelt within the oppres¬ 
sive boundaries. 

During this Jfii le the loss to farm¬ 
ers and stockmen has been nothing 
short of appalling. Some idea of it 
can be gained from the recent utter¬ 
ances of men well informed Hi the cat¬ 
tle business, such as various members 
of the Live Stock Exchange at Cal¬ 
gary an'd prominent cattle men. 
George Lane, for example, is quoted 
in the public press as stating that Al¬ 
berta cattlemen suffer a loss of a 
cent a pound on beef shipped from the 
dirty area. Others have put the loss 
as high as a cent and a half. In the 
district of High River a loss of the 
latter figure was recently reported to 
“The Times” on a single shipment of 
several carloads. This means that the 
man who is shipping two or three beef 
steers is losing $25 to $50 on his 
shipment and the big shipments suffer 
of course proportionately higher. $60 
would pay for dipping more than 10® 
steers twice. 

The trouble witl^the situation is 
largely that the small man has ' not 
ldbked the situation squarely in the 
face and reckoned up what it was 
costing him. If the hundreds of farm¬ 
ers whoS mye a few head of good, 
clean, beef c3rCe located in the dirty 
area would stop, to think the matter 
over and reckon up their losses over 
the past five years, they would de¬ 
mand the ending of a situation so en- 
efficient and wasteful, and would see 
to it that the demand was met 
promptly and squarely. They would 
have in their mind the fact that a 
like situation' existed in Wyoming and 
Montana, but that it was not permit¬ 
ted to run on, and they would argue 
that what could be done there could be 
d'one here. 

When one stops to think of the 
number of beef animals turned off 
from the dirty area each year, theJ 
loss to the stock-raising industry is] 
seen to be enormous. \For example, 
at the present time beef cattle are 
coming into the Calgary yards alone 
at the rate of 1,000 to 2,000 per day. 
If these average 1,000 pounds each 
and only half arf assumed as coming 
from the dirty area, the loss in these 
yards alone is so many thousands of 
dollars pter day as to make the con¬ 
tinuance of such a system a disgrace 
—a system which has permitted this 
easily cured disease to collect for 
years its barren tribute from the men 
who already had enough unavoidable 
hardships to contend with in the sett¬ 
ling of a new country. 

At the present time there is a move¬ 
ment on foot among the stockmen all 
over he province to organize and rid 
the industry of this incubus, and it 
behooves every farmer in the province 
to take an active interest and get be¬ 
hind the movement and push it. Every 
farmer is raising stock or will raise 
some sooner or later, or will be feed¬ 
ing Ytock on his place. His farm may 
not have a trace of mange on it and 
yet be subject to the full handicap if 
he is located in the present dirty area 
or any that may be in the future so 
declared. He therefore should in¬ 
form himself of conditions if he does 
not know them, and by taking inter¬ 
est and gaining knowledge, contri¬ 
bute towards the cleaning up of the 
few plague spots where mange now 
exists and secure for himself the fair 
conditions for^his work which are 
rightfully his. 

The northern part of the province, 
centering around Edmonton, is al¬ 
ready clean area. TKe portion extend¬ 
ing south and east from Didsbury is 
dirty area.

The following, which was written 
by a member of the Air Service in the 
American Army, causes us to wonder 
if the imaginative author of Gulliver’s 
Travels has'come back to earth: 

Dear Father: 

I have been appointed mess ser¬ 
geant of the flying detachment and to 
give you an idea of my duties and the 
enormous responsibilities attached to 
my position. I’ll note a few examples 
of the work and the efficient methods 
by which it is "performed: 

1. The kitchen range is 500 feet 
wide and 3,000 feet long, taking 27 ex¬ 
perienced fiiVmen to keep the heat at 
the necessary temperature. 400 cooks 
are on duty all the time; 1,000 me¬ 
chanical stokers do the kitchen police 
and 1,000Assistant stokers look after 
tire stokers. 

200 washing machines (Ac used for 
washing potatoes; 27 pile drivers for 
mashing them. 14 steam shovel* are 
used to keep the egg shells away 
from the kitchen door. 22 Libei tv 
motors furnish power for the codec 
mills. Dirty dishes are handed out tc 
11 furnaces as all the dishes are paper 
and are dumped after each meal. It 
takes 2.000 tons of coal a day to burn 
the garbage. Hot cakes are mixed by 
19 concrete mixers and 46 men with 
bacfli rinds attached to their feet con¬ 
tinually skate over the long griddle to 
keep it greased. Soup is made in an 
artificial lake, keeping 34"dump trucks 
busy haqling the ingredients. Cooks,

Five hundred delegates to the annu¬ 
al meeting of the United Grail) 

Growers’ Company, which is the coni- 
mercial branch of the grain growers 
of western Canada, met in Winnipeg 
last week. There was a large attend¬ 
ance, many women stockholders be¬ 
ing present. 

The session was taken up with a 
warm discussion of a resolution from 
Cayley, Alberta, branch on the salar¬ 
ies of the officers. Rice Jones, genfer- 
al manager of the Calgary branch, 
presided, and on the platform was H. 

W. Wood, president of the U.F.A. and 
other high officials. There was much 
division on ! the disclosing of salaries, 
some members vigorously contending 
that competitive firms would steal 
their men, others asserting that'the 
officers were the product of the devel¬ 
opment of the farmers’ co-operative 
policy, and an entirely secret trade 
matter. As evidence of the fact, re¬ 
ference was made to the fact that the 
preis generally was excluded, though 
a censored statement was to be hand¬ 
ed out by the officers. 

The Cayley representative insisted 
that the refusal to give this informa¬ 
tion had created unnecessary suspicion 
among many stockholders, and out¬ 
siders as well, and absurd statements 
were being made. Other delegates 
said At was nobody’s business but the 
stockholders’ as It was a closed pri¬ 
vate concern. Rice Jones said he was 
ready to give the information, but he 
wanted the meeting to say how far he 
should go. Did they want him to be¬ 
gin with president Crerar and end 
with the office boys? The members 
laughed. Finally it was decided to 
give out the salaries of the heads of 
departments, which totalled $90,000, 
which the members thought was rea¬ 
sonable. 

President Crerar gets $15,000; Rice 
Jones, general manager $13,00(4, and 
the first vice-president $11,000. Al¬ 
berta members thought a comparison 
should be made with salaries of the 
Pacific Elevator Company’s officers 
and other large private concerns, but 
the concensus of opinion was that the 
Grain Growers, being a co-operative 
concern, were in a different class and 
salaries could not be compared. The 
shareholders were satisfied, though 
some thought the amounts too high. 

The annual statement for the year 
closing August 31, 1919, which would 
mean on the business of the 1$18 ckop, 
showed total profits of $550,073.50. 

There were 400 elevators and busi¬ 
ness had been good in the depart¬ 
ments. T^he current assets were $4,- 
567,953.77, and capital assets of $4,- 
379,305.31, with current liabilities of 
$3^10,675.75 and capital liabilities of 
$iSft*i3.75.
